> As predicted in these dispatches, the 
vorid's fair people showed up in the house 
with a majorit y this morning. On a motion 
to disagree to the senate amendment ap- 
propriating $5,000,000 for the world’s 
fair the fair people won by ten majority. 
The yote stood 108 to 118. The next mo 
tion would have been on the appropria- 
tion, but the opposition saw a majority 
was for the fair and began filibustering. 
They continued it for the remainder of 
the day, and will go right on tomorrow 
and indefinitely. 

Mr. Outhwaite, of Ohio, led the opposi- 
tion today.Nearly all the southern men 
are with him, They are as firm as they 
were four years ago in fighting the return 
of the direct tax. They declare that this 
appropriation shall never be made. The 
world’s fair people agreed when given a 
million and a half last year to ask for no 
more. Though they have asked, a ma- 
jority of the democrats of the house 
claim the fair has been justly treated, 
and that the concern shall not delve any 
d22per into the treasury. They claim 
suth a loan as is asked for to be uncon- 
stitutional and unjust. They charge that 
the very men who most obstinately op- 
posed the free coinage of silver for all the 
people now favor the free coinage of 
$5,000,000 for the use of Chicago corpor- 
ations. Before they will allow this the 
opponents of the scheme assert that they 


WL allow. the entire sundry civil bill 


to fail and continue the départment of 
the government provided for in it by a 
resolution extending last year’s appro- 
priation. Judge Culberson, of Texas, who 
is the silent leader of the opposition to 
the appropriation said to me, in speakng 
of the appropriation: 

*“T think the opposition is determined 
‘o defeat it. This appropriation has no 
proper place upcn this appropriation 
bill. It is a wholly extraneous matter and 
could not have been placed upon this bill 
under the rules of the house, and as I 
understand the rules of the senate, it is 
also in violation of them. The effort to 
force its passage upon an appropriation 
bill, a part of which is necessary to carry 
on the government, is unjust to the house, 
and to a majority of the democratic mem- 
bers thereof, who are especially opposed 
to the measure. In the house those who 
were foremost in denying free silver to 
the people are now urging this appropri- 
ation for the purpose of furnishing free 
silver to an Illinois corporation in order 
to enhance its profits in this enterprise. 
We believe that the people of the United 
States are opposed to such legislation and 
especially since this Illinois corporation, 
in onder to defeat St. Louis and New 
York for the location of the world’s fair, 
time and again on the floors of congress, 
through its representatives, expressly as- 
sured congress that no further appropria- 
tions for the world's fair would be needed 
or called for by them. 

“There has been no intention to cripple 
the world's fair—however much some of 
us opposed it from the outset. Congress 
with remarkable liberality has appropria- 
ted $1,500,000 outright to make the na- 
tional aspect of this enterprise a success. 
As I understand it, the opponents of this 
measure stand ready now to adopt a reso- 
lution ‘to continue the necessary govern- 
mental appropriation in this bill until the 
15th of December, or any other day’ that 
may be deemed proper. Unless I mistake 
the feeling of the opposition to this 
measure, which embraces a majority of 
the democrats of the house, this appro- 
priation must go off the bill, or the bill 
must fail. This is the only obstacle to 
adjournment at once.”

effect of the ruling was to give Mr. Holman 
entire control of the situation unless the 
house should take it away from him by 
voting down some proposition he makes. 
The first senate amendment proposed to in- 
crease the appropriation for the govern- 
ment exhibit, and, on . Holman’s mo- 
tion, the house, without division, insisted 
on its non-concurrence in this amendment. 

The same course was followed as to 
other amendments of minor importance to 
the five-million-dollar _ appropriation, the 
world’s fair managers not caring to force 
the fighting until the big appropriation was 
reached. In this way, without division, all 
the senate world’s fair amendments were 
sent back to conference until the five-mil- 
lion-dollar appropriation was reached. Mr. 
Holman, in accordance with the opposition 
programpp:, yielded to Mr. Bankhead to 
offer the five-million-dollar amendment and 
the previous question being ordered, the 
clerk began to call the roll on Mr. Bank- 
head’s amendnient, which the filibusterers 
expect to be a test, though it may not have 
quite the full opposition strength. 

On the first roll call sixty votes were 
given for and 113 votes against the Bank- 
head amendment. The Bankhead amend- 
ment was defeated by a vote of 77 to 141. 

The next move was a motion by Mr. Hol- 
man that the house further insist on its 
disagreements to the senate amendments, 
to which Mr. Bingham, of Peunsylvania, 
made a counter motion that the house con- 


cur. 

Mr. Bingham’s amendments were ruled 
to have precedence. 

Mr. Holman demanded the yeas and nays 
and a roll call was ordered, but Mr. Hol- 
man had changed his plan and decided to 
filbuster at once and was demanding recog- 
nition.

Mr. Holman then moved that the house 
reconsider its order for a roll call, but 
again changed front a moment later and 
withdrew his objection to a roll call, which 
began at 2:10 o'clock. 

A second roll call was ordered. As the 
call progressed, there was every symptom 
of interest manifested by the members. 
Many of them kept tally and the area in 
front of the S8peaker’s desk was crowded 
with members iscussing prospects and 
watching every response with eager inter- 


est. 

. When the clerk finished the calling of 
the roll it was noised around that the mo- 
tion had secured a majority of nearly 
twenty. 

Mr. Holman immediately changed his 
vote from the negative to the affirmative 
in order that he might be entitled to move 
a reconsideration. Several votes were with- 
drawn and the speaker finally declared the 
motion carried -by a vote of: Yeas, 117;

‘THE GAS TURNED ON

TF MY BAD NOT BEEN DISCOVERED 


One of Carnegie’s Mills Would Have 
Been Wrecked, 


AND HUNDREDS OF MEN KILLED. 


The Sensation at Honmiestead Yesterday. 
Hugh O’Donnell and the News- 
paper Reporters Differ. 


Pittsburg, July 27.—It was learned this 
afternoon that an attempt wes made to 
blow up Carnegie’s lower union mills in 
this city. During the temporary absence 
of the engineers some one turned on the 
gas in the furnaces. It was only discovered 
by the merest accident and the gas was 
turned off before there was an explosion. 
At the time there were 144 men in the 
furnace department and many lives would 
have been lost. The miscreant is not 
known. 

Bauer, the anarchist arrested yesterday, 
says there are 500 anarchists in Pittsburg 
and 1,000 in western Pennsylvania. 

O’Donnell’s Statement. 


Htgh O'Donnell today authorized the fol- 
lowing statemént over his signature: “In 
view of the extensive circulation today of 
utterly misleading articles in regard to the 
Homestead wage trouble I am 
prompted tp mike a state- 
ment of the exact facts in the matter, due 
to the workmen affected and the public at 
large. On Monday afternoon, the day I 
was released by Judge Magee, I received 
a call at my residence in Homestead from 
two newspaper correspondents who came, 
as I supposed, to see me merely as newspa- 
per men and not in any other capacity. Af- 
ter some conversation the gentlemen asked 
me if I would not like to have a settlement 
of the difficulty. To this replied 
that of course I should. I was then asked 
on what terms a settlement could be ad- 
justed and made the reply jokingly. My 
woltls were: ‘Unconditional surrender. 
I did not for a moment believe that any 
stress would be placed on an utterance that 
was merely a repetition of a saying that the 
newspapers, the public and people ornty 
have used in the same joking mauner. 
took the precaution to say to these corre- 
spondents, ‘Of course I don’t mean it. 
and presumed they had taken 
my words as they should have been taken. 
This part of our conversation was seroges 
of the shooting of Frick, and follow a 
strong condemnation by me of Bergman's 
deed. 1 said that I was willing to do all 
in my power to show the country how 
strongly the Amalgamated Association 
condemned the terrible affair, but I did 
not say, nor do I fancy for a single in- 
stant that such a construction could be

of Frick I would recommend an almost 
unconditional surrender, and that if the 
advisory. committee failed to agree with 
me in these yiews I would at once resign 
a chairmanship.

A LIVELY TILT 


Between Senators Blackburn and Hiscock

Washington, July 27.—In the senate Sen- 
ator Hale, of the committee on naval af- 
fairs, introduced a joint resolution to amend 
the act in relation to the proposed interna- 
tional naval review at Hampton Roads and 
New York. The amendment empowers 
and directs the secretary of the navy to 
send United States ships of war to rendez- 
vous in Hampton Roads in April, 1893, and 
to proceed thence at some time during the 
month of May or June to New York harbor 
to hold a review. 

The senate joint resolution authorizing 
foreign exhibitors at the world’s Columbian 
exposition to bring into the United States 
foreign laborers of their respective countries 
for the purpose of preparing for and making 
their exhibits was taken from the calendar 
and passed.

She Says She Intended to Kill Freda and 
Then Commit Suicide—Desires to No 
Longer Live Without Freda. 


Memphis, Tenn., July 27.—The case of 
Alice Mitch@l, on trial in the criminal 
court, attracted a gredt crowd today. The 
testimony of experts, which uniformly 
tended to establish the theory of inherited 
insanity, was concluded, and the defendant 
was placed upon the stind and subjected to 
a rigid examination, which she bore with 
comparative equanimity. She rehearsed 
the story of the killing with but little di- 
vergence from the story as heretofore pub- 
lished. She admitted that she was infatu- 
ated with the deceased, Freda Warde; that 
she had tried to kill her on previous oc- 
casions and was prevented at one time by her 
razor sticking in her dress pocket, and at 
another by the publicity of the place in 
which she found her. 

The story of the intended marriage was 
rehearsed with great amplitude and the 
way she intended to raise a moustache by 
shaving explained. She declared that she 
used to like Miss Joe Warde, sister to the 
deceased, until that young lady took the 
stand in the present trial and told a lot of 
lies about her. Just now it would not be 
safe fog Miss Warde to trust herself in her 
power. Miss Mitchell seems to more fully 
realize the gravity of her situation, and is 
losing more and more of her former de 
fiance and self-confidence. Several times 
today she showed excitement. Her voice 
became tremulous and her face flushed 
when she discovered that she had been be 
trayed into a blunder by the cross-ques- 
tions of the state’s counsel. 

Miss Mitchellanswered all questions ra- 
tionally, said she had known Freda ever 
since she could remember. She told of her 
following Freda and of the latter winking 
at her with her right eye, which signified 
“I love you.” When she came to follow- 
ing I’reda down the hill saying she wanted 
to see her once more, she burst into tears. 

Then followed the most remarkable 
scene. This young girl, without displaying 
the slightest nervousness, told down to the 
sinallest detail how and why she wmur- 
tiered Freda Warde. She said: “I took 
the razor out while goi down the hill 
towards the boat. When I reached Freda 
I eut her with the razor. As I cut her 
throat she tried to say something. I in- 
tended to cut Freda’s throat and then mine; 
but her sister Joe made me mad by strik- 
ing me with an umbrella, so after slash- 
ing at Joe, I followed Freda and cut her | mstantly. 
again. All I wanted to do was to cut her 
so as to kill her. I loved her better than }: 
any one in the world.”’ 

She expressed a desire to die now that 
Freda was no more. After this no new 
features developed.

The man who was writing at the desk 
grabbed the money as Mrs. Sawyer hand- 
ed it through the wicket and disappeared 
out the door. The one holding the gun 
followed quickly. 

Mrs. Sawyer then screamed several 
times and fell over in a swoon. The rob- 
bers mounted horses and rode away. Mr.

It is a 
shame, an evil that should be corrected at 
once, We need inhabitants, we do’ not 
want to rum any more away than has al- 
ready been done. The argument of pro- 
tection to the few that remain and pay li- 
cense, was an answer for a close corporation, 
but won’t build this city. Give all a 
chance, and the eternal fitness will be the 
arbiter of who remains and holds’ the 
business. We need all the money we can 
get for municipal expenditure, but if it 
cannot be had except by licensing the

BZwenty Acres from Which the Owner Ex- 
pects Large Profits. 


Madison, Ga,, July 27.—(Special.)—~Mr. 
R. H. Campbell, of this city, local manager 
of the Gate City Oil Company, has thirty 
acres of lintless cotton, near the city lim- 
its, which is growing and fruiting luxuri- 
antly every day, and promises to repay him 
richly for the skill and labor he has be- 
stowed upou it.

THE: ORDER SIGNED BY GASLIGHT. 


Evidently s Move on the Part of Mr. 
Clyd to Help the Danville’s Re- 
organisation. 


The Richmond and Danville got the 
jump on the Central last night by securing 
the appointment of a receiver for the Ma- 
con and Northern Railroad Company. 

Jeptha Rucker, of Athens, was named 
as ‘temporary receiver by Judge Newman, 
of the United States district court. 

Edward Van Name, of New York, who 
owns $12,000 in Macon and Northern 
bonds,-made the application. That he was 
moving in the interest.of the Richmond 
and Danville there is no doubt. The peti- 
tion for the receiver was put through by 
Colonel A. B. Andrews, agent of the 
Danville; Colonel Joha C. Howell, of South 
Carolina, and Mr. Tom Cobb Jackson, of 
the Danville’s southern counsel. 

Judge Newman was off in Virginia taking 
a holiday but he arrived in the city yester- 


|day rather -mexpectedly. Colonel Andrews 


and Colonel Haskell came in unexpectedly, 
too. Colonel: Andrews was formerly one 
of the Danville’s vice presidents and Colonel 
Haskell used to be counsel for the compa- 
ny. In this case he is counsel for Mr, 
Van Name, 

Cofonel Aiidrews and Colonel Haskell 
were very quiet after their arrival. They 
did not intend to let ‘their mission get ont. 
So they waited until:dark and went up to 
Judge Newman’s court about 7:30 o’clock. 
Judge Erwin, of Athens, had been tele- 
graphed for. Mr. Jackson met him at In- 
man Park as he stepped off the Seaboard’s 
train and drove him straight to the court- 
house. The petition had been presented 
to Judge Newman during the afternoon 
and he had looked oyer it carefully. Mr. 
Van Name’s attorney wanted Judge Er- 
win appointed temporary receiver, but the 
judge must have concluded that he did 
not want the position. He is the Macon 
and Northern’s attorney. The lawyers re- 
tired and held a private consultation and 
when Judge Newman signed the order ap- 
pointing a temporary receiver, Jeptha 
Rucker’s name appeared as the 
Colonel Rucker is a prominent business man 
of Athens, where he owns a cotton com- 
press. He is one of the Danville’s repre- 
sentatives on the joint commission which 
operates the Macon and Northern. 

Colonel Andrews was surprised to find 
that The Constitution had learned of what 
was coming. He seemed to fear that the 
Central people in Bavannah might get hold 
of it and rush up to Judge Speer at Ma- 
con and make complications. When the 
order was signed the agent of Receivers 
Huidekoper and Foster gave a sigh of re 
lief. The lights in the judge’s chambers 
were turned out aad the room was in dark- 
ness like unto that of the Central people 
in Savannah. Colonel Andrews left At- 
lanta last night oa’ a special. He laughed 
when asked where’he was going but it was 
inferred that he’was bound for Macon to 
get Judge Speer to sign a similar order. 

What the Petition Sets Forth. 

Edward Van Name recites in his petition 
that the Macon ahd Northern railroad is 
105 miles long aiid, extends from Macon 
to Athens. On June 15, 1891, it made a 
mortgage for $2,200,000 to the Mercantile 
| Trust Company of New York as trustee. 
The bonds issued under the mortgage bear 
4 1-2 per cent interest which is $99,000 a 
year. The road is leased to the Central of 
Georgia and the Richmond and Danville 
jointly, which companies guarantee the in- 
terest. This interest is payable semi-an- 
nually, $49,500 on March 1st, and the same 
amount on September lst. Under the lease 
the lessees agree to put up the amount of 
the interest with the Mercantile Trust 
Company prior to February 20th and Au- 
gust 20th of each year. A few months 
ago the Central and the Danville each ap- 
pointed two representatives who were to 
act as a board and operate the leased line. 
Van Name’s bill states that grave doubts 
have arisen as to the validity of the lease 
and it is charged that under the constitution 
and the laws of Georgia the said lessee cor- 
porations had no capacity or power to be- 
come joint lessees of or to operate the said 
line of railroad; that in truth and fact 
both of such lessees have practically aban- 
doned such lease and are not operating 
such road in their own names and at their 
own expense, but contrary to the covenants, 
ity operations are being conducted in the 
name of the lessor company. 

The petition goes on to say that neither 
ef such corporations has any funds where- 
with to deposit the $49,500 for interest on 
the mortgage bonds of the defendant com- 
pany held by the plaintiff and others; cove- 
nanted to be deposited for such purpose on 
August 20, 1892, and both such companies 
made default in the payment of the $1,000 
on July 1, 1802, for organization expenses. 

The receivers of neither of the lessee 
conmpanies have taken possession of the 
Macon and Northern and Van ° Name 
charges that the lease bas been abandoned. 

It is further. charged that “the present 
so-called lessee board, which at present ille- 
gally and without right holds and operates 
the said railroad in the corporate name, 
is operating the road at a loss and thereby 
creating a liability which will be prior in 
equity to the lien of your orator and other 
mortgage creditors.” 

Mr. Tan Name declares that the Macon 
and Northern is hopelessly insolvent and that 
neither the Central nor the Richmond and 
Danville or the receivers of either intend 
to pay the semi-annual interest of $49,500 
on the bonds. He believes, so he swears, 
that the creditors holding debts accruing 
from the ration of the said railroad in-

@ay morning while Ballinger and two other 
men were trying to arrest him on the charge

Mr. John E. Oliver, government store- 
keeper and gauger at this point, came in 
from Putnam county yesterday morning 
and related to an American reporter all the 
details concerning the killing of Ballinger 
and of Sloan’s subsequent actions.

Sloan took Ballinger into his house and 
eared for him. He found that he was a 
fellow Mason and redoubled his efforts to 
make his last moments easy. He told him 
that he was sorry that he had killed a 
stranger and said he _—— it was Brown 
he was killing. About 7 o’clock Ballinger 


Sloan then strapped on several pistols 
eee receeee his Winchester and rode into 
Cookeville, six. miles away. The news of 
the shooting of Ballinger had reached there 
and ple were talking about it in groups 
on the streets. When Sloan appeared the 

ups dissipated with more celerity than 

“Here comes Sloan,” was shouted and 
2 e heage d ran for a hiding place. Nearly 
all the stores were closed. 

Sloan was absolute master of the town. 
The. terror paraded along the streets for 
awhile and then made for the postoffice, 
swearing he was going to kill Postmaster 
Braswell, who gave some _ information 
against him. Braswell heard him coming 
and quickly ran out of the postoffice by a 
back way and esca the woods. Sloan, 
when he found his infended victim was 
gone, left the postoffice, cursing at al- 
most every step. 

He met the sheriff of Putnam county and 
proceeded to chase that official out of town. 

After satisfying himself that he was mon- 
arch of all he surveyed, he mounted his 
horse and returned home. 

In the meantime neighbors had been in 
and removed the body of Ballinger, and 
subsequently turned it over to friends. 

Sloan stayed around home till afternoon 
and then again started to town. He was 
on the lookout for Deputy Marshal Brown, 
whom he expected to find with Ballinger’s 
remains. Citizens heard of his coming and 
armed themselves. Sloan’s old father went 
out to meet him and persuaded him to turn 
back and go home. 

Since then he has been barricaded in his 

house with six Winchester rifles ready for 
action. 
_A number of Nashville officials are in 
Cookeville for the purpose of devising means 
to capture Sloan. Among them are Mar- 
shal Carter B. Harrison, Deputy Revenue 
Agent Joe S. Spurrier, Creed Cardwell, 
deputy revenue agent, and Eugene S. Priest, 
of the revenue service. 

A letter was received from Mr. Priest 
yesterday afternoon. It was written yes- 
terday morning. It said that the entire 
county was excited over the situation and 
further that the officers had determined to 
arrest Sloan. With that end in view he 
stated a posse of 11) men, headed by Joe 
S. Spurrier, had béen organized by the 
sheriff to go there last night and take the 
desperado at all hazards. He said that it

Submitting Constitutional Amend- 
ments. 


EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, 
Atlanta, Ga., July 25, 1892. 

Whereas, The General Assembly of 1891 

passed the following four (4) Acts to amend 

the Constitution of the State, to-wit: 

TO PROVIDE FOR ANNUAL SESSIONS OF 

THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 3 
No. 766. 

An Act to alter and amend article 2, section 
4, paragraph 3 of the Constitution of 1877, 
by striking out the word “‘biennially,”’ in the 
third line, after the word ‘“‘and’”’ and before 
the word “thereafter,” and substituting 
therefor the word “annually,’’ and the man- 
ner of submitting the same for ratification, 
and for other purposes. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of Georgia, and it is hereby enacted 
by authority of the same, That from and after 
the passage of this Act that article 2, section 
4, paragraph 8 of the Constitution of 1877 be

A Brutal Colonel. 


A little incident at Homestead threat- 
ens to demoralize the entire mflitia ser- 
vice of Pennsylvania. 

It seems that when Private Iams, of 
Company K., of the Tenth regiment, heard 
of the shooting of Mr. Frick, he gave 
three cheers for the man who did the 
deed. : 

Colonel Streator, commanding the regi- 
ment, called out we men, made Iams ad- 
mit that he had used the language report- 
ed, and, after his refusal to retract and 
apologize, ordered him to be hung up by 
the thumbs thirty minutes, with a physi- 
cian to see that he did not die under the 
torture. The order was carried out, and 
it took half an hour to restore the victim 
to consciousness. The unhappy private 
next had his buttons cut off; one side of 
his head was shaved, and he was drum- 
med out of the service. 

No court martial was held, and the sol- 
diers are very indignant. Company K. 
will refuse to re-enlist, and the governor 
is receiving protests against Streator’s 
conduct from all over the country. One of 
the protests is signed by the Pennsylvania 
newspaper men in Washington. This 
made Streator lose his temper, and he 
declared that if the correspondents came 
to Homestead and made such treasonable 
remarks as those made by iams he would 
give them the same treatment. 

It is a disgraceful piece of business. 
Iams deserved punishment, but his ty- 
rannical colonel simply lynched him in 
an inhuman manner not recognized by 
any volunteer military organization in 
the United States. 

It was right to reprimand Iams, im- 
prison him in the guardhouse, and then 
drum him out of the service, but the col- 
onel had no right to hang him up by the 
thumbs and shave one side of his head. 
Streator has shown himself a stupid 
brute, and should himself be drummed 
out of service.

“On a petition from this county 360 good 
men asked him to become a_ candidate 
and in words ‘that the whole poems could 
come nearer uniting upon him than any one 
else.’ Nearly one hundred from DeKalb 
petitioned him in the same way, making in 
the neighborhood of five hundred from these 
two counties. These petitions put Colonel 
Hulsey in the position to make the race or

So I 
do regret that my friend has departed so 
far from what I expected of him. And 
during all of these long years I have been 
in the office with Colonel Hulsey and in 
constant business, as well as social com- 
munication, and in such there has never 
been between us even one sharp word. I 
have found him to be a-man whose liber- 
ality, politically, in purse and otherwise, 
has been unequaled and whose honesty and 
integrity are unassailable, and a man in 
the sight of whose spotless career defama- 
tion, until now, has never dared to raise 
its head. 

“Colonel Hulsey and his friends, if they 
desired to do so ever so much, could not 
consistently come to the rescue of Judge 
Hillyer, for by his words, deliberately and 
carefully made, he and his friends, who.ap- 
prove his interview and conduct have 
placed Colonel Hulsey and his friends in
